The total allocation avail- 
able from ithe Government 
each year for beach clean- 
ing operations is $60,000. 

But this is now _ insuffi- 
cient to cover applications 


; received from Councils said 


Mr. E. R. Inglis, secretary 
of the Local Government 
Department in a letter to 
Altona Council. 


He said the total amount 


{has to be spread as equit- 


ably as possible among the 
Councils who have beach 
frontages and who are pre- 
pared to spend part of 
their municipal funds in 
keeving the beaches clean. 
This year the requests 
for subsidy well exceeded 
the total amount available, 
and requests were received 
from a number of Councils 
which had not previously 
participated at all. 
The Minister has written 
the Treasurer pointing 
out that the total’ alloca- 
tion of funds for beach 
cleaning subsidies is not 
now sufficient because of 
the increased amount being 
spent. Mr. Inglis said he is 
hopeful that’ next year the 
allocation will be increased. 
‘At the Council meeting 
last week Cr. P. A. Burns 
said $80,000 allocated for 


beach cleaning did not go 
very far with so many 
beaches to cover. Williams- 


town and Altona’ were prac- 
tically the only beaches be- 
tween Melbourne and Gee- 
Inng.
